The wireless telngraphy commission appointed by 
the Cabinet in Décenrber 1920, has made a report recom- 
mendiog the erection of thermionic valve stations in 
England, Canada, Australia, South Africa, India and 
Kgypt: and the erection of ar: stations in East Africa, 
Hingapore, and Hongkong with space for the addition of 
thermionic plant later. Two wave lengths should be 
all cated to each transmitting station and each centre 
should be equipped for recaytion from several chain 
stations sitnultancourly. The average cost of the over- 
seas stations should not exced £160,000.

Many = biographica had — been 
written of Burns, said Mr. Stophen, 
and many eloquent speakers and 
writers lind vied with each other 
in praise of his matchleas genius; but 
he thought that the truest appreoia 
tion ever aad or written of him was 
by another great Scotsman, Thomas 
Carlyle, who as long aga as 1828, at a 
time when it was the fushion to sp nk 
apologetically and eurmew!: at 
patronisingly oof Burns, as ‘a 
man of some gifts, perhaps, but nard 
ly fit to be admititd inte decent 
society.” At the t me Carlyle wrote 
Burns’ svngs were already a part not 
only of the mother tonguy of Scotland 
but. of Britain and of all who apoke the 
British language.“ Burns,” he said, 
“his found a tone ard words for 
every mood of m&n’s heart. It would 
be small praise to rank him ag the 
greatest of all sony writers, for we cin 
find no one worthy ta be called second 
to him. (Applause). No British man 
hayever so widely influenced thy 
thought and feelings of so many men 
as this solitary and altogether private 
individual with means apparently so 
humble.” There spoke the truc seer—u 
man whose unerring judgment at that 
early date had alcvady placed Burns 
in his true position, and so true had 
that become that wherever Scots- 
men were t» be found, which was 
all over the face of the earth sud in 
the eagine rooma of every British ship 
on the face of the sea—(laughter} 
they cclebrated that night with the 
best ingans at (heir disposal the im- 
mortal memory of the greatest of their 
countrymen, He nerd not. reeall io 
them the well known story of Burns’ 
life, the bitter poverty that surround. 
ed his carly vears, bis short triumph 
in the blaze of the bright society 
fof Edinburgh, his disappointments 
and early death, nor would he 
travel the well-known and well- 
worn path and seek to find some 


new explanation of the — extra- 
ordinary bold his works had on 
the Kuglish-spenking race. — Tle 


thought it would please them more if 
he recalled to them by quotation the 
all-embracing quality of bis genius. 
First of all, Burns possessed in an 
aninent degree what all true poets 
must have, the capacity for love and 
sympathy not oly for man himself 
but for all that surrounded men. 

Burns’ “Lines to the Wounded 
Hare'’ and to the mouse whose nest be 
overturned with his plough were, said 
Mr. Stephen, excellent examples of 
this among others, but he thought the 
finest passage expressive of sympathy 
for dumb animals was that written 
atv time -vhen the poet’s circums- 
tances were at their worat:— 

“T though! me on the ourie cattle, 

Or silly sleep, that bide the brattle 

O'wintry war, 

Ik happiog bird, wee, helpless thing, 

That su the merry months o'spring, 

Delighted me to bear thee sing; 

What comes o’the 4 

Where wilt thou cower thy chittering 
wing 

And close thy ee!” 

As Carlyle had truly said, thoee 
lines were worth many sermons on 
mescy, in fact they were the voice of 
Mercy iteclf. (Applause). As to love 
the first song he wrote, a8 a lad of 16, 
was inspired by a bonnie Scots lass 
who was his helpmate in the harvest 
field and probably the last was that 
exquisite gem, clear cut as a diamond 
“Oh, wert thou in the could blast.” 
He had said the first and last word 
about the tender passion : 

Had we never loved sae kindly 
Had we never loved sae blindly, 
Nevcr met and never parted 

We had ne’er been broken hearted. 


That contained the essence of a 
thousand love tales, His songs of 
martial life and soldierng were not 
less convioving. A great modern 
English poet had left on record hia 
opinion that the most graphic battle 
picture in any language waa contain- 
ed in the lines :— 

“The trumpets sound, the banners 
fly, 

The gathering spearz are ranked ready, 

And shouts of war are heard afar, 

The battle closes think and bloody.” 

Another passage which would ap- 
peal to any of their scldier friends pre- 
sent and whieu summed up the simple 
erged of tho fighting man was :— 
© For gold the sailor ploughs the maiz, 
The farmer ploughs the manor, 

Bat Glory is the sodger’s prize, 
The sodger’s wealth is Honour.”

In quoting (hese dines, the speaker 
hoped that ne one from the Hongkong 
University was proseut,  (Leughter 
and appiause). What Burns’ might 
have achieved had he entvred the lists 
aga fully qualified literary workmen 
was idle to speculate; but they could 
consider, briefly, what Burns had 
done, At the time Burns was born, 
Scottish patriotiam was almost dead, 
Deprived of their Parliament and of 
all semblance of royalty, depressed by 
Jong and bister civil and religious 
strife, Sootsmen bad almost forgotten 
the glorious history of their country. 
Burns rslored that. The speaker 
would say that at that time Scotland 
was iv danger of being absorbed by the 
predominant power of the day, What 
a terribic fate that would have been ? 
{Laughter and applause), Burns re- 
stored pride of race and nationality 
when both were at their lowest ebb. 
He made the humblest Scottish 
ploughman proud of his race and 
calling, because both were sing and 
shared by Robbie Burns. The great 
achievements of Scottish men since 
that time aud the glorious deeda of 
the immortal Scottish Divisions in the 
Great War were inspired, he firmly 
believed, by that prde and that 
patriotism which Burns revived. 
Burus baud made imperishable the 
Scottish dialects and ancient melodies 
of Scotland composed just before be 
was born. 

If strangers locked upon Scotland as 
a land of romance and noble effort 
and if Scotsmen were proud of their 
race and of the deeds of their fore- 
fathers, surely they owed ail that to 
Burns. (Applause). The centenary of 
Burns death in 1896 was celebrated 
with much more than usual solemnity 
all over the world and at Dumfries 
Lord Rosebery made a notable speech 
with his customary eloquence. 
The speaker preferred the simple 
verse on the same occasion of tho 
humble Scottish poet Charles Murray, 
who took for his text the dying words 
of Burns: ‘ Tl be more reapected a 
hundred years after J am dead than I 
am at present.” He wrote : 

‘My fame is sure; when J am dead 

A century,” the Poet said, 

“They'll heap the honours on my 
head 

They grudge me noo”’; 

To-day the lusdred years hae sped 

That prove it true. 

Whiles as the featbered ages flee, 

Timo sets the sand-glass on his knee, 

Au’ ilka name baith great an’ wee 

Shak’s thro’ his sieve ; 

Syne sadly wags his pow to sce 

The tew that live. 

Av’ still the quickest o’ the lot 

Is his wha madv the lowly cot 

A shrine, whaur ilke rev’ rent Scot

AN IMPORTANT POINT, 


A neat legal point which bas an 
imporiunt bearing on the question as 
to whether officials of the Seamen's 
Union are within their rights in going 
aboard ships wae thrashed out ia the 
Police Court yesterday. 

The case was the one in which a 
Union official named Chan Cheuk 
Hirg was charged with assaulting 
the Chicf Officer of the “ Ningpo” 
and with being on board without law- 
ful permission. He was fined $25 on 
the assault charge and the second 
count was adjourned fo: further 
argument upon it. 

Yesterday, Mr. D. J. Lewis, who 
appeara for the plaintifis. agreed to 
the chargo being amended from ‘'be- 
ior on board” ta ‘going on board,” 

For +he defenre, Mr. W. B. Hind 
submitted that there waa no 6ffenco 
until tie man wus told that ho was a 
trespasser. Tho original going on 
board was not an offence. Dealing 
wth the word " permission,” Mr. 
Tlind aubmittgd that authority could 
be delegated, and in thin case an 
Indiar watchman was placed ot the 
head of tho gangway with authority 
to allow peoplo om board.
